He says the poetry has gone out of- war. 

““War once had a soul in it,” he said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. ‘‘The old faith in the triumph 
of a righteous cause led warriors to take chances 
against desperate odds, and inspired small bodies 
of men to attack overwhelmingly larger forces. 

“The Crusaders were warriors o* th's type. It 
is not strange that song and legend have glori- 
fied their deeds, for the deeds were essentially 
giorious. 

“But today the soul of war is dead. War is a 
matter of money, and numbers, and machinery. 
Given a certain number of men, so many ships 
and so much artillery, and you will conquer the 
adversary with a smaller host, fewar ships and 
guns. It is a mathematical certainty. This 
change in the character of war began with the in- 
vention of gunpowder, and it has now progressed 
to a point where nothing is left to chance or to 
personality. 


Poems of War Not Praise of It. 

“p OETS have sung of the great characters 
of warlike times. I do not think it {fs 
true that most poets have glorified war 

iteslf.. I have myself written of war heroes, but 

I have written of them in the spirit in which I 

} would write of the heroes of a great plague, with- 

out any feeling of praising the plague itself. 

“A few years avo, in Séith ATri¢a, in one of the 
conflicts that led to the Boer War, a number of 
British soldiers perisned rather than to desert 
their comrades, though they could have saved 
themselves. A wealthy En_lishman, commenting 
on their act, said it was ‘all d——d nonsrese.’ But 
it was that sort of ‘d———d nonsense’ that has flr- 
nished all there was good and praiseworthy in 
war. 

“The great peace epic for a modern poet to 


write would be one which would show nations as 
on the plane with individuals, and which would 


(emphasize the strange fact that nations do not 


know what to do, even when almost every individ- 
1 knows what should be done. 


HE individual would consider it silly to 
wear heavy armor and keep constantly 
adding to his supply of knives and 

guns, but that is just what the nations are doing 


in the matter of armaments. National movements 


They are more 
like the blind gropings of the creatures that lived 
‘fin the primeval slime. 

“Socialism, in a broad sense, offers the most 
‘kope for world peace and rational government. 
Yet I hesitate to avow myself a Socialist, for it is 
my conviction that, In England at least, Socialism 
runs over into anarchy. This is abhorent to me. 
The strongest sense in me is the necessity of law 
in life. I cannot conceive of the universe itself, 
of life or of civilization, without law. 

“I visited West Point recently. Yes, I spoke of 
pence there, and was well received. I was made 


also to feel, there more than elesewhere in Amer- 
ica, the underlying feeling of kinship with En- 
gland. Yet I feel that there is more idealism here 


than in England. Your colleges and universities 











show this. 

“In the great university at Urbana, IIL, I 
found much to interest me in a four days’ visit. 
It is true that the technical courses there have 
more students than the purely literary courses, 
but idealism permeates the institution. I found 
the engineering students as eager to sit and listen 
to the verses of Burns as were the students of 
the classical courses. In. the university audi- 
torium I had audiences of 2000 and 3000.” 

Of American art, Poet Noyes has seen little on 
his present visit. The cubist movement, now rag- 
ing violently in the East, he dismissed with the 
remark, “Jt makes be feel very ill.” But as to the 
American drama he was enthusiastic. 

“The hopeful thing,” he said, “is that your 
young men are writing drama. Their work is 
genuine, spontaneous. Nor would I sneer at the 
moving picture shows, though they may have 
worked a hardship on actors and theatrical mana- 
gers. The moving pictures have already shown 
their educational power and value, and in England 
some of the best writers are devoting themselves 
te the task of producing material for these pro- 
ductions. - Since I reached this country I have 
had a request from an English actor that I per- 
mit the story of my work, ‘“‘The Highwaymen,” to 
he used for motion pictures purposes. I shall send 
him a favorable reply. 


He Does Not Write by Rule. 


oN O,”” he said, in reply to a question as 

to his own methods of work, “I do not 

have any rule or system of writing so 
many lines a day. Many days I write nothing. 
Most of my time in this country has been taken 
up with lecturing, and I have written but one poem, 
except for my verses on Capt. Scott, since I have 
been in this country. I wrote a poem of some 
length on an American theme in Urbana and 
have sent it to the London Daily Mail. 

“I write when I feel the desire to write—if not 
the inspiration, at least the incitation. Personal- 
ly I feel that this country offers the poet the 
greatest of possible themes. The fact that on the 
surface American greatness is largely commercial 
and mechanical does’ not change my _ opinion. 
There is in this country a tremendous underlying 
idealism—a spirit of the sort which will make 
America the future leader of humanity. 

“T feel that Emerson is the greatest poet Amer- 
ica has produced. The insight of his lines is be-

Should you fail 
to grasp the full force of this argument, I point 
out for your consideration the work dally ac- 
complished in such downtown churches as, the 
St. John’s, St. Patrick’s, St. Law- 
rence ©'’Toole’s, St. Joseph's, The Ascension, St. 
Elizabeth's, ete., with which your editorial staff 
can not be entirely unacquainted. 

Moreover, could we divest those buildings of 
the cloud of smoke that daily 
(this however is municipal work), there would 
be little to select between their artistic propor- 
tions and equipment, and those of the much 
lauded West End. Wach of the churches men- 
tioned is self-supporting and depends tn no way 
on the alms of the wealthy. They maintain 
schools, too, whose curriculum is on a level with 
those in richer settings, and what is our proud- 
est boast, the children attending them are not 
inferior to any in meral standards or scholastic 
attainments. Why then, Mr. Editor, withhold 
credit where credit is due?

Jong hours, small pay, 
scant time for recreation or attention to personal 
neecs—"“staying nights” meaning often sleeping 
in the kitchen (!) or attic or at best sharing 
ene’s room with a stranger often personally un- 
€ ugenial. Yes, there is teaching and sewing and 
balr dressing—oh, the pitifully few “genteel” oc- 
cupations for the dusky maid! These are over- 
crowded and demand special training. The girl 
not so fortunate as to have succeeded in one of 
these lines jooks longingly over the long list of 
“wants” at the demand for help in tradés, stores 
and offices, knowing she will meet “no colored 
need apply,” no matter how nature or training 
may have fitted her to fill the advertised posi- 
tion. Finally she accepts work as a domestic; 
physically she may not be able to meet the de- 
mands upon her strength; or the deadly monot- 
ony, absence of all association with social equals, 
or the depressing effect of her cnvironment 
drives her out to drift with the mass of “unem- 
ployed” thronging the city’s streets and contrib- 
uting to the Increase of social evil—a bit of flot- 
som and jetsam in the wreckage along Nfe's 
stream that might have been a useful portion of 
the social structure had not the deadly bug- 
bear of “social equality” closed the doors to re- 
munerative and congenfal employment.

CYCLONES, 

Cyclones apparently originate within a 
imited area upon the Western plains. 
At any rate, they are almost unknown in 
any other section of the country, and 
when one of them strays off the plains 
it can usually be traced back to that 
source. The St. Louis cyclone, for in- 
stance, came from that quarter, as did 
the Louisville cyclone. It would prob- 
ably be possible to drive a peg in the 
central plains and account for all the 
known cyclones within a thousand-mile 
radius having its center at that peg. 

Some thjngs are quite definitely known 
about this type of storm. To begin, it 
seldom occurs before the middle of the 
afternoon, and rarely occurs after mid- 
night. The-average time of ita occur- 
rence Is probably not far from 6 o'clock 
in the evening. In bullding a cytlone 
cellar along scientific lines, one would 
therefore incline it away from the plaing, 
if not actually on them, and keep it in 
good repair from the first of March un- 
til the first of Octgber. 

The name ig said by etymologists to be 
a misnomer. Nevertheless, it sounds 
violent, and ts therefore in general use. 
Tornado, which ts called a better name 
for what is popularly known as a cy- 
clone, is not Hkely to be adopted. The 
popular idea of a tornado is that ft is a 
hard blow over a wide front, whereas 
a cycione is a funnel-shaped cloud 
bounding along the earth much Iike a 
balloon, and varying in width from a 
hundred yards to half a mile. ‘The Oma- 
ha cyclone was sometimes as narrow as 
two blocks, and never wider than six. 

Aside from the funnel shape of a cy- 
clone, it is also known by the greenish 
cast in the sky. No other storm is like 
it in either respect. Some day, perhaps, 
science will discover & means of ridding 
the country of these terrible visitants.

Ernest of Cumberland, is coming to Hanover ina 
few weeks to make a quiet visit to the widow of 
her uncle, Countess Alfred von Waldersee, for- 
merly Miss Marie Esther Lee of New York. 

When a very young girl, Miss Lee was married 
in Paris to Prince Frederick of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein. He was the brother of the Empress’ father 
and of Prince Christian, the husband of Queen 
Victoria’s daughter, Helen. 

The Prince was old enough to be Miss Leée’s 
father and he died during his wedding trip to the 
Orient. His widow, who had been given the title 
of Princess Noer, married for the second time 
Field Marshal von Waldersee, who succeeded Von 
Moltke as head of the German Army. But her 
relations with the Empress have always been in- 
timate and affectionate. - 

The Countess is extremely religious and has 
devoted all her time and her large fortune to the 
poor. She dresses with the greatest simplicity, 
in the quaint styles of the last generation, and 
never wears any jewels, although possessing a 
famous collection—all of which pleases the Em- 
press. . . 

Until a year or two ago, the Countess went 
regularly every year to Berlin to spend a day at 
the Royal Palace. But she is now 83 years old 
and feeble and this year Her Majesty is coming 
to Hanover, although incognito and without of- 
ficial announcement, .

It has 
been undergoing a thorough overhauling since 
the enegagement was announced of the Duke’s son 
and heir, Prince Ernest to Princess Victoria 
Louise. 

The palace, known as Schloss Herrenhausen, 
has not had a tenant since the Duke of Cumber- 
land’s father, blind King George V of Hanover, 
was driven out by the Prussians. It is the prop- 
erty now of Emperor William, but the Hanoverian 
people would deeply resent his taking up his 
abode in it. An arrangement seems to be on foot 
to present it to Prince Ernest and his bride as 
their home after thelr marriage. 

King George 6f England, who is going to Ber- 
lin for the wedding, will make the bridegroom a 
Knight of the Garter, handing him the Order im- 
mediately after the ceremony. The statutes of 
the Order decree that it shall not be given out- 
side of England, except to a sovereign or his heir, 
but the Emperor is very willing to let his daugh- 
ter’s husband have it, which is a tacit recognition 
of Prince Ernest's rights in Hanover. 

Countess von Waldersee, a resident of Hanover 
for many years and sympathetic to the traditons 
of ffs people, is said to be using all her influence 
with the Emperor and Empress, to allow Prince 
Firnest and Princess Victoria Louise to at least 
live in the old Hanoverian Palace. 

It would be difficult to find a more romantic 
spot for a honeymoon. The palace Hes a short 
distance from the city and within an enormous 
park, with an avenue of lime trees a mile and a 
quarter long and 120 yards wide, which was laid 
out more than 200 years ago, and which leads up 
to the palace, 

Part of “Schloss Herrenhausen” was removed 
bodily from a street in the city and transplanted | 


Empress Au- 
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here because it was occupied by 
Queen Louise of Prussia during the 
Napoleon. ° 

The main body of the palace, which visitors are 
never allowed to see, was the favorite residence 
of George I and George II of England. The gar- 
den alone, which surrounds it, extends: over 120 
acres. It contains a litle chateau, where a bridal 
couple could spend a few idyllic days away from 
Servants and cougt attendants: a theater 
filled up with appliances for opera and dramatic 
performances; and fountains whose waters rise 
to the height of 140 feet. 

Then there is a big orangery and an orchid 
conservatory as extensive as any in Germany, 
while within the palace are a thousand and one 
souvenirs of the royal king’ from which Prince 
Ernest is descended, not only a gallery of family 
pertraits, but rooms containing the coaches and 
harness used by the royal Georges.

dence, but Frau Jarno went from bad to worse 
and in the third act she was hissed from the 
stage. 
as an artist, Frau Jarno became hysterical and 
tried to kill herself with a hatpin. 

The anger of the audience was chiefly directed 
to Director Gregor, who was blamed for substi- 
tuting an incompetent singer for an operatic fa- 
vorite without warning to the patrons. Frau 
Jarno is in retirement under care of a specialist 
in mental afflictions, who expects her to recover.

Belasco Is Having 


“Th: Merchant of Verice”’ 


Reshaped ior Great Star’s Us: Next Season 
—Long-Cherished Dream Realized. 
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By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 

LL things come to him who dreams 
and then waits patiently for his 
dream to come true, at the same 

time devoting his best effort’ to bring 
ebout a realization of the dream. This 
is what David Warfield has been doing 
jor some years past, his hopes centered 
upon his playing of Shylock in a great 
Belasco production of ‘‘The Merchant of 
Venice’’—and now it is formally , an- 
nounced that he will be.seen in this role 
yiext season. 

Four or five seasons ago,.when War- 
field was in the first flush of his 
umphs as dear old Herr von Barwig in 
“The Music Master,’ I had a talk with 
him in his dressing room at the Gar- 
“yicK and he then confided to me how 

ntensely desirous he was of essaying 
this great Shakspearean part. ‘I want 
to play a more human Shylock than has 
yet been seen on the stage,’ he said. 
‘It seems to me that the character is 
big with emotional possibilities, and I 
can see splendid strokes of comedy and 
tragedy alike in its truthful interpre- 
tation. There are moments of the sin- 
cerest pathos in Shylock's story, d, 
also, there is good and homely humor. 
If I ever play the part—and I am de- 
termined to play it before I bid farewe!l 
to the footlights—I shall play it, stricilv 
according to my own conception of its 
demands, with very little regard for 
tradition. I don’t think the real Shy- 
lock has ever yet been seen in a the- 
ater.”’ 

Plainly now, David Belasco has ar- 
rived at a similar conviction. In order 
to meet Warfield’s views of the Shylock 
role, he is having a new version of “The

Merchant of Venice’ made for that 
star's use next season. It is but nat- 
ural to assume that he will not dare 


to effect any greatly vital changes in 
Shakspeare’s lines or situations. Nev- 
ertheless, there are certain tricks 
production and emphasis which legiti- 
mately may be employed to bring our 
very clearly the Warfield conception of 
Shylock, and it is safe to that 
these will be brought into operation.

He asserts that he married 
the daughter of an Argentine miilion- 
aire whose alleged uncle, the Bishop 
of Montevideo, is said to have trav- 

. eled 48 hours to perform the cere- 
mony, 

“Korffekoenig” says his wife has 
a reventie of about $100,000 a year. 

“‘Korffekoenig is richer than most 
people suspect,” the public prosecutor 
said, “but we charge that he did not 
get his money honestly.”

The gentleman left side cen- 
ter says he is running for office because he wants 
to render good public service. Will you, sir, kind- 
ly stand up again. You are a very rare specimen. 
I want Dr. Simon and Mr. Kiel to see you. Do 
you insist upon having your own way in render- 
ing such public service? You do not. Will you 
kindly turn somewhat to the l2ft and let Mr. Ger- 
hart get a good look at you? What office are 
you running for? You hope to be a member of 
the Council. What ticket? The Progressive 
ticket. Well, you won't mind my saying that you 
ought to be beaten, and probably will be.

child? 
Ritter Black Medicine. 
Also, it is believed there are many

than that when they have had to take 
“bitter, black medicine.”’ 
What many of these children do not 


\ ’ know, or do not think of, is that there 


is something far worse than _ bitter, 
black medicine, and that is no medicine 
at all, and no money to buy it with. 

Now, after you have been invited to 
belong to the club, and after you have 
been told all about its purposes in a 
little booklet Mrs. Langenberg 
send, if you feel sorrier than ever for 
little sick children who have no med- 
icine and no doctors and ng tender 
nurses to help them get well, why, then 
you are going to be asked to send one 
dollar and become a full fledged member 
of the Junior League of the Childrens’ 
Hospital, the society of which Mrs. 
Langenberg is chairman. 


Children’s Hospital, 
The Children’s Hospital has been tak- 


ing care of children for a long, long 
time; years and years. There are 100 
children in the old hospital at 400 South 
Jefferson avenue at this very moment, 
and they are al! seriously ill. Sometimes 
2000 children a month are taken to the 
djspensary and treated for lesser ail- 
ments and sent home. 

~The grown-up people have been fur- 
nishing all the money to pay the ex- 
penses of the hospital, the dispensary, 
the social service department of workers 
who visit sick children in their homes, 
and the country home at Ridge Farm, 
Valley Park, where children are taken 
for the fresh air after illness or be- 
fore undergoing an operation. 

Takes a Lot of Money. 

All this has been expensive enough, 
but now you know a much larger, 
brighter, cleaner, cheerler hospital has 
had to be built. It is nearing comple- 
tions on King's highway opposite the 
big St. John’s Hospital. And after it 
is finished there is no doubt it will 
be crowded with patients. 

Wise people say it will cost $50,000 
a year to support the hospital after it 
is finished. The regular donations for 
this purpose are only $5000 a year at 
_ present.

Wheat met selling pressure on all the 
strong spots the past week and finished 
the trading with a bearish drift. Nearly 


all the news favored the sellers, and 
there is little question but that thero is 
a big short interest in the leading fu- 
tures at the present time. 
A feature of the week’s market was a 
fake report on farm reserves as of 
March 1, sent out Thursday, which 
caused a break of over lic a bu in the 
Chicago market and nearly as much in 
the minor markets of the country. She 
wire implied that the Government report 
of March 1, which placed the farm re- 
serves at 156, C00, 000 bu, failed to include 
27,000,000 bu of spring wheat heid for 
seed and consequently supplies should 
have been 183,000.C0C bu. 
The general opinion was that the re- 
port was sent out by some enterprising 
hears to break the market, for the re- 
ported figures later were denied by Gov- 
ernment officials, and the total supplies 
stated to be 156,000,000 bu spring 
wheat, seeding being allowed for. 

The Fake Reports. 
It seems strango that such tactics as 
these on the part of its members are 
ermitted by the Chicago Board of 
rade. especially when the specula- 
tive exchanges are under fire of the 
Government for just such unbusi- 
ness-like and fraudulent methodsand 
when such strong efforts are being 
made to purge speculation of the un- 
scrupulous gambling element which 
has done so much to discredit legiti- 
mate trading in the last two years. 
There seems little reason to doubt 
that unless some check is placed on fake 
reports sent out over commission house 
wires to influence prices, that the or- 
ganization of a Government bureau to 
prevent such practices will be necessary, 
the same to condemn such gossip and 
prevent its being carried over tele- 
graph wires, under the same law as 
that now used to prevent the use of the 
mails to defraud. 
Reports from the growing winter 
wheat belt in the late week were sernsa- 
tionally favorable, a meeting of millers 
in Kansas City rcporting conditions in 
Kansas at 100 per cent or perfect. All 
the Southwest and West has had am- 
ple moisture to assure an excellent out- 
look for the crop until it is well ad- 
vanced. It is this favorable outlook that 
is causing both cash and speculative 
buyers to fight shy of the wheat mar- 
ket. 

Prices Are Low. 
Price comparisons, however, raise 
the question whether the ideal scen- 
ery in all directions has not been dis- 
counted in the long decline, especially 
as the domestic visible supply is only 
7,000,000 bu over a year ago, the 
Canadian visible 3,500, 000 bu under 
last year, and the European visible 
about 3,000,000 heavier than a year

April. has nearly always been a 
bull month in wheat, especially in 
the last seven years, and last year 
it was a sensational one when the 
scare on winter-killing sent prices 
up like rockets. 
Two years ago May wheat in Chi- 
cago touched the low point on the 
crop on April 3 at 84%c and went 
out as the option closed at $1.04's, 
with supplies in Chicago 20,000,000 
bu, against 7,000,000 bu at present: 
These factors all seem to indicate 
that the bear news is ali out, and 
the rice slaughtered by ae six- 
months’ decline, and that any devel- 
opments that may come in the way 
of aon damage or manipulation of 
the May option in Chicago must 
necessarily favor the buyers. 
The crop “scenery” and bear “dope” 
rofessionals seems almost too 
good to be true. It is at such times 
as these that the market usually 
takes the opposite course from that 
expected by the trade. 
uch of the week’s statistical news 
was interfered with by crippled wire 
service, but the run of wheat in the 
Northwest seems to be abating. Ship- 
ments from primary markets also 
show well over a year ago, and it 
will probably be found when naviga- 
tlon opens that considerable grain 
has been contracted for export that 
has not been announced. Corn futures 
showed a rather steady range. Oats 
continue to be held in check by ex- 
cessive supplies of grain in all mar- 
kets. 

Cash wheat closed dull and little 
bought. Millers touk a few cars of hard 
winter at steady prices, but No. 2 soft 
winter sold lower for best Wheat. Re- 
ceipts were 76,800 bu, but all but 21 cars 
were going through.

COTTON TRADERS 


FEAR FLOODS IN 
Iie MISSISSIPP| 


Price Advance Slightly Even 
While Wire Trouble Checks 
Efforts to Buy. 





The terrible floods that are devas- 
tating states along the Ohio River 
eventually will caus3 very high water 
in the lower Mississippi River, and 
probably will delay cotton plantins. 
This view evidently is taken by the 
cotton trade at large, as there has 
been some advance in the market 
since the present condition began. The 
advance, however, is not commensur- 
ate with the possible damage that 
may be done when the water reaches 
the lower river, and it is not unlikely 
that the market will harden consid- 
erably when wire service is again 
normal and traders are assured that 
messages will be promptly delivered 
and orders executed. 

Liverpool shows a decided. disposi- 
tion to advance and the May-June 
contract in that market is 127 Ameri- 
can. points higher than the May New 
York contract. The Liverpool spot 
quotations are about the same pre- 
mium over the spot quotation in New 
York. Any setback to the coming 
crop will be regarded seriously orn 
the other side of the water. In En- 
gland, especially, trade has been so 
yood an contracts so largely for 
orward delivery that any  curtail- 
ment of the supply will be looked 
upon as calamitous. 

The London Statist estimates the 
consumption of American cotton last 
year at 14,665,000, and expects it to 
be 14,750,000 this year. The heavy 
takings of Indlan cotton by Japan 
has lessened the supply that Europs 
generally gets from that source hy 
several hundred thousand bales and 
this will have to be made up from thea 
American crop. 

The Englishmen sum up the situ- 
ation of supply and demand about as 
follows: Carried over from last sea- 
son 3,335,000; add the present crop 
14,000,000, giving the total supply for 
this year 17,335,000 bales;. from this 
deduct the est{mated consumption for 
this season, 14,750,000 bales, which 
leaves 2,585,000 bales to be carried 
over into next season. This compares 
with 8,335,000 bales carried over last 
year, and 1,957,000 bales carried over 
the year be’ore. Thev call attention 
to the fact that the next crop of 
American cotton needs be aS much as 
16,000,000 bales, unless the carry-over 
be materially reduced at the end of 
the next season—-something rather 
disquieting to consumers of cotton 
and a deterrent to heavy selling of 
goods for forward delivery. 

While the trade outlook generally 
is regarded as bright in this country, 
Fal] River is reported to have weak- 
ened somewhat on print cloths be- 
cause of tight money and the need 
of realizing on some of their stocks. 
Dullness prevailed the latter part of 
last week everywhere on account of 
Easter holidays. In Europe conditions 
are mixed. England enjoys a contin- 
uation of good trade, but parts of 
the Continent—Germany, Austria, 
Italv—are not so fortunate: Germany 
chiefly because of stringency of 
money, the otHers because of tha 
wars. A settlement of the political 
troubles will bring activity to a large 
part of Continental Europe. 

In the spot markets the sales have 
not been so large as in the last few 
days. While there is some indication 
of a resumption of buying by dealers 
and spinners, the latter apparently 
are using their stocks and holding 
off, buying only such cheap and at- 
tractive lots as may be secured from 
time to time. Buyers make purchases 
when cheap lots appear. attractive 
from a speculator’s viewpoint or as 
they must fill contracts for forward 
delivery. 

As a rule, asking prices are above 
limits of buyers. Holders are further 
encouraged by the bad weather, and 
are rather inclined to withdraw such 
concessions as they have been offer- 
ing of late. The market has the ap- 
pearance of great steadiness, There 
has been but little change in quota- 
tions:

Competent Force at Work.

"I think that the situation {ts very 
satisfactory and that this community 
will find itself in a reassured position 
within a very short time and facing 
only then the problem of repair, res- 
toration and rehabilitation. 

“I will go back to Cincinnati tonight 
to get in touch with matters left unfin- 
ished there and will go to Columbus 
‘at the earliest moment. Gov. Cox tells 
me. that he thinks that matters are in 
a satisfactory condition at Columbus; 
that he has. ample immediate supply of 
medicines and other necessities, and 
that much of each is on the way. The 
weather is very fine and there does not 
seem to be any cause of apprehension 
of further floods in the vicinity of Day- 
ton.” 

Fifteen thousand persons subsisted to- 
day on rations given out under direc- 
tion of the Relief Committee. Ten 
thousand of these, it is estimated, were 
in their homes and food was carried 
to them in boats and automobiles. About 
five thousand are being cared for at 
the relief stations. This shows a 
marked reduction in the number of per- 
sons being publicly fed. 


Coffee Cooked Over Candles, 
There is plenty of food and it is being 


placed in lots to serve five persons two 
days. Over candles, given out with the 
food, the people are cooking coffee, but 
the other food is eaten cold. There is 
no gas and very little coal. 

The relief stations have been taxed to 
capacity notwithstanding the flood has 
subsided enough for people to leave 
their homes. Homes of persons more 
fortunate have been thrown Open to 
those whose homes have been swept 
away or destroyed. 

Dr. William Colby Rucker, Assistant 
Surgeon-General of the United States 
Public Health Service, who came here 
from Washington at the direction of 
Secretary McAdoo cf the Treasury, with 
Surgeon-General Blue, will go to Ham- 
{lton tomorrow to observe the situation 
there.

Relief Taken to Marooned Columbus 
People; 56 Bodies Found. 
COLUMBUS, O., March 29.—The 
work of the searching parties in the 
flooded Scioto flood district today in- 
creased the list of bodies recovered 
to 66. The water was subsiding rap- 
idly. 
Scores of big wagons traversed the 
inundated streets, carrying relief to 
the hundreds imprisoned in the upper 
stories of houses. Many of those 
marooned refused today to leave their 
houses, declaring the worst was 
over, and it was desirable t> guard 
the property. The military authori- 
ties allowed hundreds to return to 
their homes in the flooded area to 
make repairs and clean the houses. 
A looter was shot and killed tojay 
on the West Bide. The bullet is said 
to have been fired by a private of the 
Marysville Company. The looters 
body dropped into the water, and 
was not recovered. Many shots were 
fired at looters by State troops on 
guard early in the morning.

FOUND AT PIQUA 


Flood Subsides and Search Is 
Made Below City for 


More Bodies. 

PIQUA, O., March 29.—Piqua is re- 
covering from the fiood which cost 
20 lives and hundreds of dollars in 
property damage west of May street, 


Piqua, a residence district around 


which the Miama River curves and 
over which the flood waters surged, 
is a tangle of demolished houses. 

In Shawnee, at the southern edge 
of the city, fully 15 houses were 
swept off their foundations, and are 
visible above the receding water. 
The volunteer relief committee is 
working assiduously to care for the 
2500 persons made homeless and to 
find the bodies of those drowned. 
Fourteen dead have been recovered. 
Deeds of heroism were frequent and 
one of the most influential citizens, 
Attorney Clark B. Jamison, was 
drowned while seeking to save a 
child from a house in the center of 
East Piqua. His body was found to- 
day two blocks from where the boat 
overturned. 

The Y. M. C. A. building ts relief 
headquarters. Mrs. E. H. Fordyce, 
field worker for the Associated Char- 
ities, is in charge of the distribution 
of supplies and 1000 meals and many 
hundreds of garments have been dis- 
tributed, 

The flooded district is patroled by 
the militia.

Little: More Useful Than Provi- 
sions and Disinfectants, De- 
clares Governor’s Resume, 





BY JAMES M. COX, 
Governor of Ohfo. 
(Resume of flood situation sent 
at the request of the Post-Dispatch 


by the Governor of Ohio.) 
COLUMBUS, O., March 2.—The end 


of the week finds the State dazed and 
numbed in contemplation of the tre- 
mendous and widespread destruction in 
almost every section. 

The situation today assumed a few 
novel angles. It is becoming now a prob- 
lem of food within our borders, a con- 
dition which demonstrates how impor- 


tant even a great State is when com- 
munication is @évered with the out- 
side world. Cincinnati, in the fullness 
of her bounty, shipped trainloads of sup- 
plies Into the lower Miami Valley and 
the southeastern parts of Indiana, as 
well. Philanthropy displaced prudence 
and tonight the Queen City of the West 
appeals to the State for assistance. 
Dayton and Zanesville, the two trou- 
blesome points so far as extension of 
relief was concerned, are in pretty fair 
shape. The Western food supply was 
tapped by way of Indianapolis. 
The Chicago Association of Commerce. 
at our request, established a base at In- 
dianapolis as soon as railroad traffic was 
resumed between Dayton and the In- 
diana capital. Ten carloads of lime, five 
car tanks of gasoline and a train load 
consisting of bread, vegetables and 
clothing, are on their way to Dayton 
now from that point. Little ts ‘as use- 
ful now as food and disinfectants. 
The West also {1s supplying medical sup- 
plies, particularly antitoxin. for the 
diphtheria outbreak. Dayton’s last ap- 
peal was for automobile trucks. 
It will be harder to meet this requt!- 
sition than any previously made, but 
appeal has gone by wire to Cleve- 
land, Detroit, Toledo, Lima and In- 
dianapolis. If the wonderful response 
that has come to every request up to 
this time is any index, then we ought 
to have 200 automobile trucks, with driv- 
ers, in Dayton Monday morning.

Many Disregarded Warnings— 
Plucky City Already Has 
Begun to Forget. 





DAYTON, O., March 29.—Before the 
outside world has read even a complete 
introduction to Dayton’'s chapter of hor- 
ors, this plucky city has marked the 
story finished and begun the forgetting 
of it. The death list will probabiy not 
reach 300. The first call to work was 
issued today, and by Monday morning 
the reassuring notes of factory whistles 
will relieve distraught minds of men and 
women. 

‘Delco employes report to work im- 
mediately,’’ was placarded on street cor- 
ners and published on automobiles to- 
day. 
‘‘Delco’”’. is the Dayton Engineering 
Laboratory Co., the youngest of the 
city’s big industrials. Its $1,000,000 plant, 
manufacturing electrical starting appa- 
ratus for automobile and employing 1109 
men, was in the center of the worst 
flooded district, East First and Foundry 
street. Seventeen feet of water sub- 
merged the concrete building to within 
18 inches of its second floor. 

From the Delco building roof the 
breaking of the levee of the Mad River, 
the flooding of the business section and 
the various fires could be witnessed to 
better advantage than from any other 
point in the city. Twenty employes, 
mostly junior executives, were ma- 
rooned in this watch tower, and the log 
which they kept from day to day is 
the most authentic version of the dis- 
aster that has come to light. 


Alarm Given at 4 a. m. Tuesday. 
The flood alarm was given by fac- 


tory whistles and fire bells from 4 a. 
m. Tuesday, until water submerged the 
downtown district, but endangered citi- 
zens paid little or no heed to it. Those 
who should have taken to high ground 
visited the levees and viewed the rising 
flood with curiosity, not apprehension. 

C. R. Meyer, a National Cash Regis- 
ter employe, was a witness of the burst- 
ing of the levee of the Mad River just 
above its confluence with the Miami. 

“I was coming to work,” Meyer said 
today, “and was not a block from the 
foot of Taylor street when the wall 
parted like the opening of a double door- 
way and let through the torrent that 
swept the section down through the city 
along the old Miami Canal. A two-story 
frame house was immediately in the 
way. I saw a woman and a child in 
a second-story window. The house was 
smashed into kindling within my sight 
as I ran for my life, making for hign 
ground.” 

The Delco employes recorded the flood- 
ing of their building at 8:50 a. m. Two 
of their workmen among a crew remov- 
ing dynamite from the basement are 
believed to be in the flooded cellar. 
By afternoon the water reached its max- 
imum stage and did not begin to recede 
until 11 p. m. Tuesday night. 

Between the Delco factory and the 
Miami are the yards of the Big Four 
and a row of lesser factory buildings 
and working men’s small frame houses. 
In this area is the greatest mountain 
of debris in Dayton. Box cars are 
tossed on their sides. One was washed 
part of the way up a side street. Two 
cars loaded with drowned cattle are un- 
der the mass of timber from a lumber 
yard, mingled with roofs and sides of 
houses, trees, railroad ties, telegraph 
poles, furniture and vehicles, all inter- 
laced by electric wires and cables. In 
the center of this is the plant of the 
Egry Register Co., where 45 refugees 
were imprisoned without food or water 
from Tuesday morning till Thursday 
night. When the rear of the building 
caved in they expected any moment to 
be washed away. 


Could Not Save Woman, 
“About #@ refugees, mostly men from 


the street, rushed into our plant as the 
wall of water rushed up Foundry 
street,”’ said the keeper of the Delco 
diary. “About noon two men in a boat 
attempted to es¢ape from the Egry fac- 
tory, but the craft could not live In the 
current, Which was running faster than 
@ man could. We threw them ropes 
and pulled them both In as they came 
past the building. They reported hav- 
ing taken into the Ergy building a 5- 
year-old boy, who was riding on a log. 
The boy said his father had been killed 
on the same log, his head being cut off 
between two timbers. A frame house 
drifted past with a man, his wife and 
two children on the roof. The house 
collapsed and we could save only the 
man. who caugiit a line we threw to

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POLICE SAY KLOTZ, 
DYING, CONFESSED 
10 SENDING BOMBS 


New York Man’s Ai Attorney Says 
He Was Delirious, Couldn’t 
Have Made Statement. 








NEW YORK, March 29.—Henry J. 
Klotz, the draftsman in the office of 
Borough President Miller of the Bronx, 
who was mortally injured March 21 
while constructing a bomb at his home, 
1332 Fulton avenue, the Bronx, died this 
afternoon, following an operation on 
his right lung. 

Death occurred: shortly after 3 p. m., 
and a little later Deputy Police Com- 
missioner Dougherty called newspaper 
to his office and stated that’ 
Klotz on his death bed had confessed 
to acting Capt. Sam Price, in the pres- 
ence of two detectives, one of them a 
stenographer, to manufacturing and 
sending the bombs which killed Mrs. 
Grace Walker, and Mrs. Madeline Her- 
rera and blew up the apartment of 
General Sessions Judge Otto A. Rosal- 
sky. 

Others present at the confession, ac- 
rsording to Dougherty, were Miss Sarah 
Killough, the nurse in charge of the 
case, Miss Marguerite Crowley and Ec- 
wait J. Kelly, the hospital investiga- 
tor. 

Supt. Jones of the hospital stated that 
none of the nurses’ names was in 
Klotz’s room at the time the alleged 
confession Was made, nor was Kelly. 
't was declared that the room had been 
cleared of all save the policeman. 
Henry C. Knoppel, ttorney for Klotz, 
declared it was impossible for the po- 
lice to have obtained a confession, Ow- 
ing to the fact that Klotz had been de- 
lirious for hours and that for 15 minutes 
before his death he was in a comatose 
condition. 

He added that Herman Klotz, father 
of the prisoner, had been sent from the 
oont When the police entered. Accord- 
ing to the police, the elder Klotz was 
requested to leave by his son. 

The. police story says Klotz Jr. asked 
that the detectives be summoned. Ac- 
cording to them, every question and an- 
swer, as Well as the proceedings at the 
bedside, were taken down by Detective 
Landvoe, who later made a transcript 
of his notes and turned them over to 
Deputy Commissioner Dougherty. Capt. 
Price, according to the transcript, said 
io the dying man: “I did not come until 
vou sent for me, Henry. You know you 
have not long to live. Are you ready to 
unburden yourself and tell the truth be- 
fore you face vour Master?” 

“Yes,’’ the patient is said to have an- 
swered. 

“Henry, did you send those bombs? 
Tell the truth now; you soon will be 
before your Maker. Did vou send the 
Taylor bomb, the bomb to Miss Walker, 
also known as Grace Taylor? Did you 
send that bomb? Tell the truth and go 
before your Maker with a clear con- 
science.”’ 

“Yes, I did,’’ Henry answered, accord- 
ing to the transcript. 

According to the same reported record, 
he denied that he sent the Herrera 
bomb, and said he didn’t know why he 
sent the Tavlor bomb. . 

Asked why he sent the bomb to Judge 
Rosalsky, he is said to have replied: 

“IT didn’t like him.’ 

Klotz, according to the police tran- 
script, when asked if he knew what he 
was saying, answered ‘‘Not quite.”’

At each meeting 
Kiel appealed to the voters to elect 
him Mayor, in order that he might fin- 
ish the free bridge in his capacity as a 
builder. 

Most of his talks were devoted to a 
discussion of the need of finishing the 
bridge. He referred to the fact that he 
had never held public office, as outlined 
in’ Saturday’s report.of the Municipal 
Voters’ League, saying that ‘“‘maybe it 
wasn't his fault.’’

T. Findly also spoke. Kiel was given an 
ovation. 

“I will do what I honestly and con- 
scientiously believe if right, if. elected 
Mayor,” Kiel said at his first appear- 
ance at Stuhlmann’s Hall, 5810 Gravois 
avenue. “It’s a question of whether 
you want a builder or a doctor to finish 
that bridge.’’ 

At the meeting at 4512 
avenu, Kiel was given a basket of 
flowers by Miss Helene Bleechert. He 
also spoke at Edwards and Patterson 
avenues on ‘“‘Dago Hill.”’ 

The candidacy of Frank 
Progressive candidate for Mayor, was 
not touched upon by Kiel, who made 
but a single reference to the candidacy 
of Dr. Simon, the Democratic nominee.

Same Forces Which Elected Present Mayor Are| 
Behind Republican Candidate Asserts Dem- 


Are Denounced 





Addressing a cheering crowd which 
packed the Odeon and overflowed into 
Recital Hall and into Grand avenue, 
Dr. John H. Simon, Democratic candi- 
date for Mayor, last night indicted the 
administration of Mayor Kreismann and 
the Republican Municipal Assembly, de- 
clared that behind his Republican rival, 
Henry W. Kiel, are mustered the same 
forces that elected Kreismann, and de- 
manded whether or not the city desires 
“another Kreismann administration.” 

Contrasting the accomplishments of 
the Democratic State Legislature which 
has just adjourned, with what he termed 
the delinquencies of the city adminis- 
tration, the speaker declared that the 
Kreismann regime was one of broken 
promises. 

, ‘The city institutions have been neg-- 
lected, "he affirmed. “The smoke nul- 
sance has not been abated. The grade 
crossings are still with us. The bridge 
arbritrary remains. We have a free 
tridge which stands as a monument 
to the inefficiency to the Kreismann ad- 
ministration, and which. would have been 
completed long ago had Mayor Kries- 
mann and his associates possessed the 
confidence of the public. The City Coun- 
cil, by its failure to exact a betterment 
of the street car service, has repeated- 
ly defied public opinion. 

‘Mr. Keil Is backed by the same Iin- 
fluences which supported Kreismann. Do 
you want another Kreismann adminis- 
tration—one of broken promises? 

‘Mr. Kiel had no platform before the 
primary. When he needed one he too!: 
mine, not to stand on it, but to get in 
on it. He was nominated by the same 
methods and the same steam roller 
which Kiel and his associates used on 
Roosevelt at Chicago. Everyone knows 
that if he is elected Mayor he will not 
repeal tHe Southern Traction franchise 
if it interferes with his friend, Jep 
Howe. 

“My last vestige of doubt as to my 
election was removed when I read in 
the Post-Dispatch that Dr. Starkloff 
had gone to the office of James Camp- 
bell, the controlling force behind the 
United Railways, for a campaign con- 
tribution in Mr. Kiel’s behalf. Now we 


know Where the money behind his cam-j 


paign is coming from. When the people 
really realize that it is coming from the 
public utility corporations, their oppo- 
sition will be overwhelming.

Simon “Progressive Democrat.” 
Arthur J. Fitzsimmons, chairman of 


the Democratic City Committee, opened 
the rally by introducing former Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Charles P. Johnson, who 
described Dr. Simon as “a progressive 
Democrat whom every independent voter 
can consistently vote for."” He pre- 
sented former Circuit Judge Moses N. 
Sale as permanent chairman of the 
meeting. 

Judge Sale denounced two circulars 
which he said had been distributed 
widely over the city, purporting to bear 
the signature of Dr. Simon and raising a 
religious issue. 

“These attacks are the stabs of an 
assassin,’’ concluded Judge Sale, ‘‘but 
they will have the effect of electing Dr. 
Simon. “A Catholic-baiter, a Protes- 
tant-baiter or a Jew-baiter is not worthy 
the name of American citizen.’’

On the platform were between 
75 and 100 vice-presidents of the meeting, 
among them Edward F. Goltra, John B.

sia cannot be expected to use her army 
and navy against her Slav brethren to 
loosen their grip on the Turk, the pro- 
ceedings have been reduced te a diplo- 
matic debate. 

The allies have accepted the Pow- 
ers’ peace terms as “a basis of negotia- 
tions,’’ but cling to their determination 
to exact an indemnity and refuse to 
muzzle their guns until the Turks ac- 
cept their terms. Their experience in 
the last armistice, they declare, was 
that Turkey used it merely te gain time. 

The Bulgarian army, therefore, con- 
tinues to batter at the Tchatalia lines 
and, according to reports, stands where 
it did when the armistice was arranged 
on Dec. 3 last. It ig possible that the 
allies may march into Constantinople 
befere peace is signed.

BELGRADE, Servia, March 29.—The 
honor of capturing Shukri Pasha, the 
Turkish Commander-in-Chief of Ad- 
rianople, with his headquarters staff.

An Official statement issued here 
today said that Shukri Pasha, two 
other Turkish Generals, 22 field offi- 
cers and 160 junior officers, were in 
Hadurluk fort, to the northwest of 
the city when the Servian regiment 
captured it. Next day Shukri Pasha 
was handed over by the Servians t» 
Gen. Nikolaivanoff, Bulgarian Com- 
mander-in-chief. Seventeen  thou- 
sand Ottoman troops also surrendere 
to the Servians. 

The Bulgarian headquarters staff 
has been informed that Servian co- 
operation with the Bulgarian troops 
is no longer necessary and the with- 
drawal of Servian forces from the 
vicinity of Adrianople will Begin to- 
day.

All 
the boxers were in good condition, ex- 
cepting that Harry Dobbins of Kansas 
City, who was defeated by Bobby Gres- 
ham of this city, came into the ring 
with a badly swollen right hand as the 
result of an injury sustained while 
training. 

As a special concession, Dobbins was 
permitted to wear a soft bandage on his

bandage whatsoever. After a conference

this instance.

NCE more comes agitation for a 
C curtailing of the spring duck 
shooting. The old contention 
that wild fowl, at this time of year, are 
practically mated, that the female are 
with egg and that shooting them is 
little less than brutal slaughter, is ad- 
vanced. Personally I believe the season 
could be shortened somewhat, especially 
in open seasons such as the one now 
Waning, so that the spring shooting 
would end, say the first or at most the 
middle instead of at the end of April, 
as at present. And to make up, it is 
urged that the fall season could be ad- 
vanced from the middle to the first of 
September. 
Discussion on this subject has been 
in progress for some time. It was a 
vital gubject with sportsmen following 
an open Winter some years ago, and the 
majority view was that the St. Louis 
hunter got too few chances at water 
fowl in comparison with his brethren 
of the North and South to shut him 
off any more than necessary. The 
question of bag was at that time also 
much mooted. It is in that condition 
now, many persons advocating a 15 
limit. It is the view of many hunters 
that 25 is not too many. 

But to the shortening of spring sport. 
Col. C. G. Gillaspy is one of those who 
has returns of duck brought back by 
sportsmen that were advanced in egg. 
Frank Emerson shot several and found 
the female with egg. These were of 
the mallard family. Big Breyan killed 
several below Charter Oak that were in 
the same condition. One or two other 
returns assert the birds were practical- 
ly ready to begin nesting. 

On the reverse, hundreds were killed 
that were free of this condition. Al 
Clark and a friend for several days on 
the river killed about 100 birds, and I 
am told none were with egg. This was 
a mixed bag of mallard, sprig and black 
jack. Fay Huddleston and Otto Richter 
bagged eight at the Forked Slough 
grounds and none were with egg. Oth- 
ers who report kills and found myriads 
of duck and geese migrating north along 
the river highways, say they found none 
with signs of nesting. So the discus- 
sion is about equal and, at any rate, 
cannot be remedied for at least two 
yerors. 

New Game Legislation. 

The Legislature of ‘this State has given 
to us some changes in the game laws 
that may and may not appeal. It has 
made it unlawful to hunt deer with 
dogs. It has reduced the non-resident 
State license to $10, which I believe is 
a good thing, if neighboring states will 
reciprocate. It has made it unneces- 
sary to procure license to hunt in your 
own county, which seems unwise. There 
has been provided a regulation for the 
killing of squirrel and other fur-bearing 
animals. 

One excellent law, it appears to the 
angler, is the inhibiting of any but pole 
and line fishing within 200 feet of a fish 
ladder or sluice way. It ought to re- 
sult in good. Then the open season on 
quail was reduced to 30 days, Dec. 1 tu 
21, instead of from Nov. 1 to Dec. 81 
The quail bag was also reduced to 10 
birds a day. The Illinois bag is a doz- 
en. This law was made necessary by 
reason of the awful destruction suf- 
fered by Bob White during the winter 
of 1911-12. 

Snipe came in during the week, de- 
spite the storms, and will afford sport 
next week. Too much water killed off 
duck hunting, as well as shore bird 
shooting, and it also made fishing out 
of the question. Still, dozens are going 
to take chances this day, and one may 
expect visitors to Creve Coeur, Beaver 
Dam, Murdock Lake, Horse Shoe Lake, 
Chouteau Slough and other spots where 
early fishing is generally fair.

EAGER FOR JEFF 


California Heavy Is Conceded 
Poor Chance to Bring Cham- 
pionship ‘Where It Belongs”

Shouid Jim Jeffries, ex-heavy-weight 
champion of the world, attempt another 
‘“‘come-back”’ In the ring, as is threat- 
ened, it is more than probable that he 
will have to be content with a very rea- 
sonable sum for his effort. He has been 
recently quoted as saying to a friend: “I 
don’t care about the money. If I start 
fighting again it will be to bring the 
championship back where it belongs.” 
Certainly there will be no mad rush 
on the part of promoters to hang up an 
immense purse for his services such as 
happened when he last came out of re- 
tirement ‘“‘to bring back the champion- 
ship to the white race.”’ 
No matter where a bout is staged in 
which Jeffries is a participant it will 
fail to attract the immense throng that 
wended its way to Reno July 4, 1910, and 
it is probable there will never again be 
assembled as representative a gathering 
of sporting and literary men at a glove 
fight as was present on that occasion. 
Jeff Was Picked te Win. 
Thousands upon thousands of persons 
in this and other countries predicted a 
victory by Jeffries then, and these same 


dict his defeat now by almost any of 
the ‘‘white hopes’’ in the ring today, 
poor as they seem to be compared With 
the champions of old. 

Jeffries has had but one fight in nine 
years, and in that one he was made to 
look the most miserable mortal in the 
universe. What he failed to do then, 
he could hardly do now, and, indeed, it 
is extremely doubtful if he is as good 
now as he was then, bad as he was. 
William Muldoon, rejuvenator 
broken down men; Mike Murphy, great 
trainer of athletes, and a host of other 
expert judges were unanimous in their 
belief after the Reno fight that Jeffries 
was done for as a fighter, and nothing 
has happened since to make them alter 
that opinion.

Murphy Switched te Johuson.

SOME OF THE ALLEGED 
CARBURETOR TROUBLES 


‘Did it ever occur to you,” asks 
Ww. M. Lee of the Regal Service Or- 
ganization, “that many troubles, 
which appear to be the carburetor of 
an automobile, are really .not thu 
fault of the carburetor at all? 

“By carelessly filling the gasoline 
tank, without straining the gasoline 
through a chamois skin, scale or 
foreign substance will work from the 
tank through the feed pipe into the 
carburetor. These small particles of 
scale or foreign substance wili inter- 
fere with the delicate valve action of 
the carburetor and cause no end of 
trouble. 

“The presence of foreign matter 
in a carburetor will cause the motor 
to run evenly and the carburetor | 
to flood or leak after the motor has 
stopped running. To correct these 
troubles the carburetor must be re- 
moved and thoroughly cleaned. 

“Water in the gasoline is a com- 
mon cause for trvuble. Careful 
straining of the gasoline through the 
chamois skin will remove both the 
foreign particles and all water. If 
water does get into the gasoline sys- 
tem, the surest relief is to open the 
drain cock at the bottcm of the car- 
buretor bowl and allow a free flush- 
ing out. Be sure that your car gets 
all the gasoline that may contain 
water, out of its system.’ The motor 
cannot digest water nor gasoline di- 
luted with water. 

“A stopped up gasoline feed pipe is 
another source of trouble. To remedy 
this. shut off the gasoline at the tank, 
detach each end of the feed pipe and 
blow through it. If extreme force is 
necessary use the tire pump. Bear 
in mind again that the only way to 
insure your car against such trouble 
ig to strain the gasvline in the first 
place. Experienced engineers agree 
that much so-called carburétor trou- 
ble is due to the presence of water or 
foreign matter in the gasoline. Re- 
member the adage: ‘An ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure.’”

INDIANA TOURISTS TO 
HAVE MOTORING TENT 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 29.— 
One of the most interesting events 
in automobile circles in 1913 will be 
the Indiana to the Pacific tour of the 
Indiana Automobile Manufacturers 
Association. A problem that con- 
fronts the promoters of this stupen- 
dous undertaking is the arrangement 
for housing the tourists the 19 nights 
that will be spent in camp. 

Most of the entries will be equip- 
ped with a tent which has recently 
been placed on the market and pat- 
ented by A. W. Eberhardt of Indian- 
apolis, The tent is designed especial- 
ly for automobile touring, and is 
unique in its construction. 

This tent will probably be used 
by the majority of the manufactur- 
ers participating in the tour, owine 
to the absence of tent poles. These 
tents are made to accommodate two. 
four and six persons. It some- 
what like a pyramid cut in half, 
being made in one piece and the 
ventilation being accomplished with 
six windows covered with a gauze 
netting, and protected from the rain 
by canvas flaps. The tent is open 
from both ends by doors that are 
fastened together with button snaps, 
and a partition dividing it into two 
private rooms with separate en- 
trances is provided. 

The floor is of heavy canvas and 
part of the tent. On pitching camp 
no cots are necessary as the floor 
is placed on a bed of leaves or twigs, 
and with the aid of the cushions of 
the auto the tourist constructs a 
comfortable couch. One of the most 
appealing features to the motorist 
is the fact that witk the small pegs 
for staking the tent rolled inside the 
tent when taken down occupies a 
space of only 7x20 inches, which is 
quite a.contrast to the old method ‘of 
carrying tent poles in addition to 
the canvas.

Call- 
teax was a& wealthy farmer, owning 
about four hundred acres of land. He 
formerly lived at Kankakee, Il). 

A farewell message, found written 
into one of his bank books, dispelled 
all doubt in regard to the mental con- 
dition of Cailteaux. In addition to the 
note, Mrs. Cailteaux told the Coroner 
that she knew her husband was sub- 
ject to spells of temporary insanity. The 
note follows: ; 


“I know I am going crazy and I am 
going to kill myself for fear that I 
might kill some one else first. Good- 
by. EMILE CAILTEAUX.” 


Cailteaux awakened his wife shortly 
after midnight, saying that he was 
going to get a drink of water. He 
went downstairs. When he returned 
he carried a lighted lamp in one hand 
and a revolver in the other. 

Without a word he walked into the 
where his two sons, John, 12, and 
Henry, 16, slept. Presently Mrs. Cail- 
teaux heard two shots. She locked the 
door to her bedroom and fled into an 
adjoining room occupied by her daugh- 
ter, Sophia, 14 years old, and barred 
the door behind her. 

Cailteaux threw himself against the 
door a moment later but he falled to 
breakethe lock. While he was trying 
to batter down the door with a chair 
Mrs. Cailteaux crawled out of a win- 
dow onto the roof of a porch. She 
then jumped to the ground and ran 
to the home of Albert H. Neeley, a 
quarter of a mile away. 

In the meantime e insane man had 
got into his daughtér’s room. He did 
not attempt to harm the girl, but 
made a thoreugh search for his wife. 
When he reached the open window he 
placed the revolver against his right 
temple and fired. He died six hours 
later. 

Neeley found Cailteaux lying on the 
floor unconscious. Both of the boys 
were in a dying condition. Henry died 
at 4:30 a. m. and John three hours 
afterward. The inquest Friday morn- 
ing resulted in a verdict that both boys 
had been killed by their father, who 
in turn had killed himself. 

Cailteaux first showed signs of 
mental derangement about two 
months ago. He was advised by his 
neighbors at that time to go to a 
sanitarium for treatment. He did not 
heed his advice, however, because 
his family objected. Two weeks ago 
he withdrew hig account, about $600, 
from the Clay City bank, and kept 
the money in a tin box at home with 
some family jewelry. He was 64 years 
old.

LONDON, March 23.—Mrs. H, R. Em- 
erson of Detroit, Mich., assisted by Miss 
Scott-Troy of San Francisco, is trying 
to enlist the aid of several American 
women married to titled Englishmen to 
obtain the release of Miss Zelie Emer- 
son from jail, where she is imprisoned 


for breaking windows. Miss Emerson, 
who started a “hunger strike,’’ has suf- 
fered much from forcible feeding. 

It is hoped by Mrs. Emerson that the 
support of the Duchess of Marlborough, 
who was Miss Consuelo Vanderbilt, will 
be ébtained. The Duchess is a suffra- 
gette. 

The United States embassy cannot 
take any ‘steps unless instructed by 
Washington, because Miss Emerson is 
treated as are English women. 

The militant suffragettes think Home 
Secretary McKenna™“is Very susceptible 
to pleas on perfumed note paper marked 
with a coronet, and they believe a few 
such letters might open the prison doors 
for the young American crusader. 

Mrs. Emerson is much distressed about 
her daughter’s condition. She obtained 
permission to visit her and said after- 
ward: 

“Her condition is extremely bad and 
I greatly fear her health will be perma- 
nently {mpaired.”’ 

When it was suggested to Mrs. Emer- 
son, “Why do you not advise your 
daughter to eat the prison food?’ she 
said: “She never would do that: It is 
a matter of principle.” 

Miss Mae Scott-Troy, who has be- 
come prominent in the militant suffra- 
gette movement, is a sister of E. P. E. 
Troy of San Francisco. During the docx 
strike in 1912 she: gave the children of 
the strikers 96,000 meals made by her- 
self. Employers complained that had 
she not fed the children the _§strik3 
would have been broken long before it 
was. 

Miss Emerson’s cause has been 
espoused enthusiastically by Baron von 
Horst of California and Oregon. 

Miss Scott-Troy proposes to serenade 
Miss Zelie Emerson nightly outside Hol- 
loway Jail with American tunes to cheer 
her, and Baron von: Horst is organizing 
a guard of American men to protect the 
serenaders. He distinguished himself 
last night by Knocking down a hood- 
lum.

New Opera House Seats 2500 and Interior Finish 
Is in Louis XVI—Engiish Chop Dining 
Room for Hostelry.

The rebuilding of the Grand Opera 
House and the erection of the Amer- 
ican Hotel Annex at the southeast 
corner of Sixth and Market streets 
has involved, exclusive of the ground, 
an expenditure of $650,000. 

The new Grand Opera House, de- 
clared to be an absolutely fireprowf 
theater, is one of the finest struc- 
tures of its kind in the United States. 

The building is erected on the site 
of the old Grand Opera House, a spvt 
rich in theatrical reminiscences of 
the early days of St. Louis. The first 
Grand Opera House was designed by 
George I. Barnett, the leading archi- 
tect of St. Louls at that time. The 
present Grand Opera House was de- 
signed by his son, Tom P. Barnett, 
of the firm of T. P. Barnett Archi- 
tectural Co; 

Seats 2500 Persons, 

The building was designed to seat 
2500 persons, and is said to have tho 
largest seating capacity of any first- 
class theater in St. Louis. 

The Market street facade of the 
building is in modern French style. 
I: ig festive in character and denotes 
the theatrical and dramatic features 
of the structure. 

The interior of the theater is in that 
beautiful interior style, Louis XVI, 
and carries out all the grace, beauty, 
refinement and elegance of that 
period. 

Every modern innovation in theater 
construction has been employed in the 
building. Electrical effects and safety 
devices have been carefully studied 
throughout. The exterior of the build- 
ing is in Carthage white marble and 
cement. A beautiful feature of the ex- 
terior is a large arch opening decorated 
with sculptured relief. 

A large canopy of verde antique 
bronze extends across the entire front, 
forming shelter from inclement weath- 
er. This canopy is supported by four 
mounmental bronze candelabra,  ter- 
minating in great aro lights. The whole 
facade is crowned with a massive bronze 
cornice. 

Myriad of Lights. 

The exterior is illuminated with a 
myriad of electric lights and will pre- 
sent a most festive and attractive ap- 
pearance. 

The hotei, which is in course of con- 
struction, is to be an annex to the 
American Hotel. There will be 200 guest 
rooms, each room having a bath and 
being provided with fans, telephone 


‘service and other modern contrivances. 


The basement, besides. the rooms used 
for boiler room and coal space, will 
contain a refrigerating plant large 
enough to supply ice to both the new 
and the American Hotel. It will also 
include a bakery and storaze rooms 
for the kitchens. 

On the first floor, connected with the 
Grand Opera House, will be a spacious 
lobby. 


From the lobby will be an entrance 
to a bar 60 feet long, the walls and 
pilasters of which will be wainscoted 
with oak and have tapestry in imita- 
tion of ancient gobelins in large pan- 
els. 


Floor of Red Tile. 
The floor will be of the popular red 


tile. Adjoining the bar, along the Sixth 
street side, will be the lobby for “he 
hotel. The location of the hotel office 
will be such as to give the best and 
quickest service with the least amount 
of travel. 

The lobby will be wainscoted with 
marble and from it to the second floor 
will be a grand marble staircase. From 
the lobby the visitors will enter a large 
dining room which will he run on the 
order of an English chop house. 

The kitchen-for this dining room will 
be located in a corner of the room, 
open to the gaze of the public, and 
one may step up to ine display box and 
select whatever he likes and have it | 
cooked before his eyes. 

The orchestra will be located on the 
mezzanine balcony. It will be so ar- 
ranged that persons in both the dining 
room and hotel lobby will be able to 
hear the music. The guest rooms will 
run from the second to the tenth floor. 

There will be a large banquet room 
on the top floor. This will have large 
windows, insuring perfect light and ven- 
tilation. 

Building Cost $450,000. 

The exterior appearance of the ho- 
tel will be unique, polychrome terra 
cotta belnge used in a degree hardly 
ever attempted before. The effect of

Louise Closser Hale, novelist and 
short story writer and actress, whose 
latest book, ‘‘“Her Soul and Bedy,’’ has 
created a furore of oariticism. -sause 
of the direct way in which she analyzes 
the struggles of a girl for existence in 
the city, says so. 

In an interview with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter she. discussed the questions 
raised in her book from a new angie— 
comparison of the city girl with the 
country girl. The country girl, she 
says, will not stand the comparison. 
Compared to her, Mrs. Hale says, the 
city girl is an ‘‘ange!l child.” 


Sacrifices Her Dinner. 
Mrs. Hale sacrificed her dinner hour 


before going to the Century Theater, 
where last night she completed a week's 
engagement with Henry Miller in A. E. 
Thomas’ play, “‘The Rainbow,’’ to give 
her old St. Lotiis friends her views on 
the question of working girls and their 
morals that has led recently to investi- 
gation by the Illinols Legislature and 
otherwise. 

But she half spolled the sacrifice by 
saying: “It is no trouble for me to 
go without my evening meal, because I 
never eat before going to the theater 
when’ I've had tea in the afternoon. 
And I’ve just come from having tea.” 

“As for the country girl, I know he 
well. My views about her are not 
theory. I spent many, many summers 
living in the country, and I know what 
the country girl. knows of evil in the 
world, the way her thoughts run and 
her habits of life. The fault of ‘the 
system of life in the rural districts and 
small cities result in these predominant 
characteristics in the country girl: 
“She is primarly a ‘spooner.’ 

“She indulges herself in cheap bits of 
so-called love that would repel the city 
girl. 
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Seeing the Train Come In, 
“One of the commonest larks is the 
dangerous one of stealing down to the 
station to meet the drummer coming 
in on the 5 o'clock train. 

‘‘In the small cities and towns her 
parents rush from the room when. the 
young man calls in the evening. By 
their method with her, they encourage 
her to spoon and say to her in effect: 
‘Try to grab him quick. Nothing is to 
be gained by a long, chaperoned court. | 
ship.’ 

“She lolls in the hammocks and pa- 
rades the shaded, unobserved lanes with 
her beaux. 

“And then, when she has practiced 
the cheap tricks until she has becume a 
finished, and, in a way, hardened co- 
quette, with her moral character weak- 
ened to a perilous point, and her intel- 
lent none too keen at the best, she 
comes to the city-—-to the school to 
study and flirt and seek a career or to 
the factory to work. 

“But you say, ‘What about the city 
girl? Does she not do these same things 
in the same way?’

Even the lowly Cardinals and Browns, the rep- 
resentatives of the National and American leagues 
in St. Louis, which have Por several years grevi- 
tated near the bottom of their leagues, have not 
been deserted by a few enthusiasts. 

Such devotees to the Cardinals through good 
and evil repute are Peter Schumacher of 2942A 
Sullivan avenue, St. Louis, and Edward J. Bruck- 
ner of 2733 Armand place, both commission. mer- 
chants. 
trips with the Cardinals, during which Schumach- 
er’s zeal became so ardent that he donned a base- 
ball uniform and “worked out” every day with 
the athletes. 

“We were hungry all winter for baselal},” is 
Pruckner’s frank explanatien of their motive for 
the trips, which took them to West Baden, Ind.; 
Little Rock, Hot Springs and Waco. Bruckner is 
the promoter and treasurer of a fund to buy a 
$500 diamond ring for Miller Huggins, the new 
manager of the Cardinals. 

Schumacher and Bruckner first obtained permis- 
sion from the Cardinals’ management to accom- 
pany the team, which gave them the privilege of 
riding in the same coach with the players, of ad- 
mission to their training practice, and of eating 
with them at the same tables. This access’ easily 
led to the proud happiness of being able to ad- 
dress Koney, perhaps the most famous of first 
basemen, by the familiar name of “Ed,” to call 
Evans “Steve,” and even to hobnob sociably with 
the manager himself. 


Day’s Program 
of Camp Followers 


To what lengths of energy the fervor of base- 
ball camp followers will lead them is related by 
Bruckner, in telling of a trip with the Cardinals 
to West Baden. 

“Schumacher and I got up at 5 a. m_ every 
morning, which was the rising hour for the te1am,” 
he said. “We went with the players to drink the 
waters, and then, putting on sweaters, trudged 
with them at a smart pace 10 times around a 
half-mile track. Then came breakfast, an you 
can wager we two disposed of a lot of food. 

“At 9 a. m. we went with tne team to the ball 
park for its morning practice.- Schumacher would 
put on a uniform and get out on the diamond. 
knocking up flies to the outfielders or play‘ng 
catch with the infielders. Uusually he was so sore 
the first night that he could scarcely raise his 
hand. : 

“Sometimes batting practice would be varied 
by a game of soccer football, in which both of us 
would join. Then came lunch and a loaf of two 
er three hours, after which we would go with the 
players on a tnree-hour hill-climping expedition.

Steve Evans, who is nick- 
named ‘the comedian,’ is always the life of the 
party. If he couldn’t play ball) at all, he would 
be worth a good salary for‘ his ability to keep the 
men in good spirits with his jokes and his funny 
inipersonations. 

“It is certainly worth taking a trip to Texas in 
order to see a few innings of baseball when one 
has been famished for the game all winter.” 


Bruckner says it is his ambition this year to 
make one complete round of the circuit with the 
Cardinals—a feat which business exactions have 
hitherto prevented him from accomplishing. Per- 
haps his most glorious memor- is that he was 
present on the occasion when Arnold Hauser, the 
speedy shortstop for the Cardinals, had his first 
tryout for that position during a training trip to 
Texas. 

“Hauser had 11 hard chances that day,” says 
Bruckner, “and accepted all of them without an 
error. I told Schumacher tha‘ the youngster would 
become the team’s regular shortstop, and so he 
has.” 

On the railroad trips, according to the com- 
mission man, the players amuse themselves with 
penuchle and poker, in which games their guests, 
such as Bruckner and Schumacher, are permitted 
to join. Only one subject is tabooed, and that is 
baseball. The broaching of “shop talk,” as the 
players call it, will usually cause them to remove 
hastily to some other section of the sleeper or 
hotel. 

About a dozen St. Louis business men, who paid

E are living in a fast age, and the professional athlete who is willing to sacrifice his 
bones on the altar of a highly seasoned sport, is the one the crowds will jam gates

flying around the Capitol dome at Washington, 
A month later he electrified the country by fly- 
ing under the Suspension Bridge at Niagara Falls 
and hovering a few feet above the Whirlpool 
Rapids, the mist befogging his goggles until he 
had to remove them in order to find his bearings. 

In August of that year he won the first inter- 


city aerial race in America, flying from Philadel-, 


phia to New York in one hour and 55 minutes. 
Two weeks later, above Grant Park in Chicago, 
he performed the unheard-of feat of soaring into 
the sky until his gasoline was exhausted, and 
then spiraling to the ground with a dead motor. 
On this flight he broke the world’s altitude record 
by ascending 12,000 feet. 

In December, at. Los Angeles, he flew 20 min- 
utes with his hands off the steering wheel and 
performed such hair-raising and fantastic tricks 
that the officials of the meet threatened to rule 
him off the grounds. He capped the climax by 
launching his aeroplane in the teeth of a 40-mile 
gale, to show he could fly regardless of weather. 

In January, 1912, at San Francisco, Beachey 
flew around a circular track with his hands most- 
ly off the wheel and at times having the chassis 
of his machine but a few inches off the ground 
while traveling 70 miles an hour. 


Last September, at Chicago, he ascended in a 
gale and rainstorm. When an altitude of 3000 
feet reached he made two reverse spirals 
and started a dive to the earth. His machine as- 
sumed a verticle position and attained a speed 
estimated at 120 miles an hour. The spectators 
and aviators thought he was crashing to his 
doom. When within 100 feet of the earth, he 
straightened his machine out and taking both 
hands off the controls, glided gracefully to the 
ground. 

An hour later he began a wild flight 
Michigan avenue between the Art Institute and 
the Illinois Central Station. His biplane just 
cleared the tops of automobiles and his antics 
caused pedestrians to flee to the side streets. He 
flew within 15 feet of the lobby windows of the 
Auditorium Hotel. He dived imto the Illinois 
Central viaduct and scraped the ‘top of a switch 
engine, causing the engineer and /fireman to jump 
from the cab. Officials of the Aero Club sent 
out to flag him were chased back to the grand 
stand by his wild swoops over ‘their heads. 

Tiring of this play, Beachey returned to the 
aviation field and challenged Horace Kearney to 
a sky duel. Swooping down at Kearney, just over 
the grand stand, he spun his landing wheels upon

Kearney’s top plane and then dived down to 
show the spinning wheel to his rival. / Even 
calloused aviators shuddered. 

The next afternoon, in the garish Parisian 
gown of ‘‘M’lle Clarice Laveseur,” advertised pre- 
viously as the daring French aviatrice, Beachy 
astounded his vast audience with what apparently 
were the awkward antics of a foolhardy novice

Careening from side to side, the machine dashed 
drunkenly about the field, nearly grazing the 
heads of’spectators. Onlookers held their breath, 
expecting every moment that the fair flier would 
be dashed to death. There were blushes and 
laughter while Mam’selle tried frantically to hold 
her skirts down over her sinken ankles. One hand 
would not suffice.. She let go the steering wheel 
and tugged at the rebellious lingerie. She banked 
the machine at terrifying angles and laughed at 
the fear-gripped throng. 

When finally stopped her motor and 
dived gracefully to the field a wild cheer arose 
from the grand stand, followed by a demand that 
she be seen at closer range. In response to the 
ovation the heroine tripped across the field, ar- 
ranging, as she walked, the silken garments which 
the wind had sadly disarranged. As she jerked 
ofi her veil, with it came a blond wig, and 
“M’lle Clarice” was Lincoln Beachey. 

A few weeks after this Beachey went te Col- 
lege Park, Md., where the United States Army 
flying field is situated, and began a series of wild 
flights, such as the Army and Navy officials had 
never seen. His corkscrews, dives and dips 
startled the Government fliers. The commander 
issued orders that Beachey could not fly again 
from the field. 

The authorities decided that Beachey’s flying 
was too horrible an example of taking chances for 
the Army and Navy aviators to follow, and he 
wes arred from demonstrating Government ma- 
chines or teaching Uncle Sam's aviators.

Beachey’s career in aviation began with a me- 
chanic’s job about the balloon camp of the veteran 
Capt. “Tom” Baldwin. Then he branched out as 
a dirigible pilot in partnership with Roy Knaben- 
shue, and three years later took up practice with 
heavier-than-air craft. 

He was soon recognized as an inspired wind- 
fighter, but credit for being the world’s most 
skillful aviator was only given him a year later 
when, by flights all over the United States, in 
which he never suffered an accident, he won in 
the minds of all who saw him perform his won- 
derful feats the title of “King of the Air.” 

Beachey is now 26 years old, about 6 feet 6 
inches in height, weighs 125 pounds, and is ex- 
ceptionally quiet and modest. It has often been 
observed and remarked of him that the shape of 
bis head and the cast of his eye give the sugges- 
tion of some giant bird. 

“Once an aviator always an aviator,’ unless 
death interrupts, is a proverb among airmen 
which only a few fliers, such as Curtiss and the 
Wrights, have eontradicted tn their careers. So 
that the announcement of the maddest daredevil 
who played at with deeth in the 
clouds that he would fly no more was received 
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with incredulity by some of his fellow avigors. 
But those who know him best say his retirement 
is sincere and final. ° 

In a somewhat cynical statement of hig rea- 
sons for relinquishing the air game, Beachey says 
that every person he met during his career pre- 
dicted that he would be killed while flying, and 
that 2 himself was certain that, for all his dex- 
terity, the day would come, unless he ceased fiy~ 
ing, when some momentary lapse of attention or 
mechanical defect in his biplane would plunge 
him down to death. 

“I've made my pile,” he says, “and have quit 
the game forever.” But another n, it is. said, 
is the eight deaths of his compafiions whe met 
thelr fate while attempting to emulate the sen- 
sational and impish tricks through which only 
his surpassing genius as a flier carried him unin- 
jured.
